Just Common Honesty. 


What the world needs m orethao any­ 
thing else is ju st common honesty« 
There is enough truth in the worid.lbut 
not enough people who dare to tell it. 
Most of us content ourselves with bor­ 
ing tiny holes in the bushel that covers 
our candle.
